part of American capitalists will it be possible to avert 
a calamitous class strife which will shatter the founda- 
tions of our national prosperity.

"In the fall of 1S38 I went to Mil-

An order of the industrial com- 


mission relating to the length of 
the meal period for women employes 
was today sont out from the office 
of the commission to employers of 
women throughout the State. 
This 


arder modifies the statutory provi- 
sion that wjimcn employes must be 
allowed at least one hour during 
each day or night for dinner or oth- 
er meals, to the extent that in Mil- 
waukee 
manufacturing 
establish- 


ments which maintain a room con- 
veniently located 
and adequately 


equipped as a lunch room for wom- 
en employe;;, may have a meal pe- 
riod of 45 minutes. It is also pro- 
vided that in restaurants through- 
out the state the meal period may 
be 30 minutes, provided that the 
stretch of labor between meals does 
not exceed five hours, and that tha 
employes eat their meals upon the 
premises. 
In all other places of 


employment to which the women's 
hours of labor law applies, the meal 
period for-women employes must be 
at least one hour in length, as IB re- 
quired by Section. 1728-2 of the stat- 
utes. This order of the industrial 
commission becomes effective Sep- 
tember 1. 


This order wn,s entered by the 


cpriimipBiofi nfter an extended inves- 
tigation by its women's department 
and subsequent to public hearings 
held upon this subject in, Milwau- 
kee in May. The testimony of many 
physicians wag received by the cora- 
rniasion, all of whom were agreed 
that the meal period should not be 
less than 45 minutes nnd that an 
hour wail preferable. The eKiplqy- 
ers who testified before the com- 
mission ntated that they had no in- 
terest of themselves in the length 
of the lunch'period, but some of 
them claimed that their womim em- 
ployes preferred the shories'l meal 
period possible. This claim w,a» 
made enpecially by employers who 
have made no provision! for luneli 
and rest rooms, while the employ- 
ers, who have furnished thene con- 
veniences testified that the women 
employes are 
not anxiou* for 
a 


short Misal period.
